in  preface  to  Bulletin  No.  86,  published  by  this  Department,  Novem- 
ber 1,  1901. 

The  Commissioner's  letter  of  transmittal  contains  a  brief  statement 
of  tihe  contents  of  the  bulletin  from  which  the  character  of  the  work 
being  done  by  the  Department  for  the  protection  of  public  health  as 
well  as  the  manufacturers  of  pure  dairy  products,  may  be  seen.  The 
work  imposed  upon  the  Department  by  the  law  making  power  of  the 
State  for  the  accomplishment  of  these  ends  is  one  of  great  magni- 
tude, and  in  carrying  it  on,  the  Department  feels  the  need  of  the 
sympathy  and  cooperation  of  all  good  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth.

My  Dear  Sir:  In  compliance  witli  tlie  requirements  of  the  act  of 
Assembly,  approved  May  29,  A.  D.  1901,  and  of  the  act,  approved  July 
10,  A.  D.  1901, 1  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  a  bulletin,  compiled 
by  George  G.  Hutchison,  clerk  of  this  Division,  containing  a  list  of 
oleomargarine  and  renovated  butter  licenses  issued  from  July  1,  to 
December  31,  1902,  as  follows: 

Oleomargarine  licenses,  5  wholesale,  106  retail,  2  hotel  and  one 
boarding  house;  one  retail  renovated  butter  license;  statement  of 
the  samples  taken  by  the  agents  and  analyzed  by  the  chemists;  a 
tabulated  statement  of  suits  and  prosecutions  brought  from  July  1, 
to  December  31,  1902,  giving  a  detailed  statement  of  cases  by  coun- 
ties, the  agent's  and  docket  numbers,  name  and  address  of  defen- 
dants, date  of  information,  date  of  hearing  and  form  of  action,  tiie 
name  and'  address  of  the  magistrates,  the  diisposition  and  final  de- 
termination of  the  cases. 

This  bulletin,  which  covers  a  period  of  six  months,  contains  the 
following  number  of  samples:  Oleomargarine,  109;  butter,  101;  reno- 
vated butter,  8;  pure  food,  835;  milk,  333;  cheese,  3;  vinegar,  20; 
lard,  9. 

Of  the  835  samples  analyzed  under  the  pure  food  act,  507  proved 
to  be-  pure,  120  adulterated,  191  contained  a  preservative  and  17 
contained  coloring  matter. 

Of  the  333  samples  of  milk,  241  were  pure,  61  adulterated  and  31 
contained  a  preservative. 

Of  the  3  samples  of  cheese,  all  were  full  cream. 

Of  the  20  samples  of  vinegar,  10  were  pure  and  10  adulterated. 

Of  the  9  samples  of  lard,  4  were  pure  and  5  compound. 

You  will  also  find  contained  in  this  bulletin  the  following  suits  and 
prosecutions  under  tOie  several  acts: 

Oleomargarine  act  of  1901,  27  cases.  Of  these,  4  are  terminated 
and  21  are  pending,  with  2  cases  prosecuted  on  injunction. 

Renovated  butter  act  of  1901,  2  cases.  Of  these,  1  is  terminated 
and  1  is  pending. 

Pure  food  act  of  1895,  104  cases.  Of  these,  47  are  terminated  and 
57  are  pending. 
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Milk  act  of  1897,  amended  1901,  50  cases.  Of  tliese,  43  are  ter- 
minated and  7  are  pending. 

Vinegar  act  of  1897,  amended  1901,  7  cases,  wMch  are  terminated. 

Prosecuted  by  the  Pure  Butter  Protective  Association,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  oleomargarine  act  of  1901,  15  caees.  Of  this  num- 
ber, none  have  been  terminated. 

None  of  the  cases  published  in  Bulletins  86,  92  and  100  are  carried 
into  this  bulletin.
